JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (APi - State 
motorcyclists have not given up in their 
push for repeal of the mandatory helmet 
law in Missouri if the cheers of more than 
500 cyclists gathered on the Capitol steps 
here Sunday are any indication 
Cycle enthusiasts from across the state 
converging on the Capitol for their second 
annual rally were urged to convince their 
state legislators to “pull the helmet law 
repeal bill from the bottom of the pile and 
give us our freedom this year." 
State Reps Harry Hill of Novinger and 
Raymond Quarles of St. Louis were among 
the speakers affirming their support for 
repeal of the helmet law—the focus of the 
40-minute rally The speeches culminated a 
15-mile, 
police-escorted 
drive from 
Ashland. 
Cyclists lolled on the grass surrounding 
the Capitol as they listened to a few 
speakers— some from the audience taking 
advantage of the open microphone-berate 
the helmet law as a violation of their 
freedom. 
As local police guarded their bikes and 
shut off the area, the crowd soaked up the 


early afternoon sun and heard about the law 
they have been trying for four years to have 
repealed 
The fact that the bill they were rallying to 
save is likely already d ead-it is buried un­ 
der 120 other bills awaiting first-round 
House consideration—did little to alter their 
enthusiasm or optimism 
"We re still screaming for repeal this 
year,” said Joe Epperson, an organizer of 
the rally and state coordinator for an anti- 
helmet law group called A Brotherhood 
Against 
Totalitarian 
Enactm ents 
(ABATE) 
The drive for repeal of the helmet law has 
been especially strong this year. A packed 
hearing room witnessed testimony on the 
measure in February, with one opponent of 
the measure who did not speak at the 
hearing later saying he was intimidated by 
persons in the room 
Quarles, a Democrat and chairman of the 
House Motor Vehicles and Traffic Regie 
1st ions Committee, is one of the more 
notable converts to the cyclists' push for 
repeal 
But he came into their disfavor after his 


committee adopted the helmet repeal bill 
but waited 24 weeks before reporting it to 
the House floor He told the cyclists that the 
Democratic leadership’s quota of bills 
imposed on the committee and the large 
number of leadership high-priority bills in 
his committee created the unavoidable 
delay 
Now, however, Quarles calls himself "one 
of the leaders for helmet law repeal in the 
House 
"If it does not pass this session," Quarles 
told the cyclists Sunday, “we'U have a six- 
month wait. But I promise you that will be 
the first bill out next year if we don’t get to it 
this year " 
Quarles said his avid support for the bill is 
a result of the response he received from 
cyclists at the hearing, and letters he has 
received on the matter 
"I’m one of the leaders because it’s the 
people’s demand," he said. "It’s an unjust 
law. 
"How far can you go to legislate safety? If 
I’m caught with some other man’s wife, 
should I get a ticket because my safety is 
endangered?" 


Hill, a Democrat and sponsor of the 
measure pending before the House, asked 
the crowd to keep their moves for repeal or­ 
derly 


"It would help our cause if you continue to 
be orderly— we're going to get a lot further

It will begin a 
week largely devoted to persuading the 
public and Congress that stringent man­ 
datory measures are needed to meet the 
nation’s energy needs 
One White House official familiar with the 
prepared address said Carter "will tell 
them we must conserve now to avoid real 
hardships later on.” 
Carter's address will be broadcast by all 
three commercial television networks at 8 
p.m. EST. 
The official said Carter will describe in 
straightforward terms the history of the 
energy crisis worldwide back to the 1930a, 
then will ask in advance for support of the 
tough energy package to be unveiled before 
Congress on Wednesday night.

Carter wants 15 
projects stopped 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter 
is working to extricate himself from a 
political tangle of his own making, while 
keeping his promise to curb the govern­ 
ment's beaver-like ambitions to dam the 
nation's rivers and flood its flatlands. 
Carter is recommending a halt in 1978 
funding for 15 water projects, cuts in fun­ 
ding for five more, continued review for two 
projects and full funding for eight. His 
recommendations have been disclosed by 
sources in Congress, state governments and 
environmental groups 
The President is announcing the 
recommendations today. 
Before the announcement, information 
about his decisions showed they could save 
taxpayers an estimated 8120 million in 
fiscal 1978, which begins Oct. 1 About 8109 
million would come from halts in funding. 
The remainder would be from the partial 
cuts. 
Congress has final say over how much 
money each project gets 
Carter promised during his campaign to 
halt unnecessary dam building by the Army 
Corps of Engineers and to support cutbacks 
in water projects under such agencies as the 
Bureau oif Reclamation 
His first move to redeem that promise 
was to order a review of 340 water projects 
for economic feasibility and environmental 
safety Mast are the pet projects of mem­ 
bers of Congress who are not adverse to 
government 
spending 
in 
their 
home 
districts 
On Feb 19, administration sources said 
Carter would delete funds for 18 of the 
projects from the 1978 budget. Members of 
the House and Senate, some of whom had 
not been told in advance, expressed anger 
On Feb 20, Carter announced his request 
and added a project in his home state of 
Georgia, the Richard B Russell Dam, to the 
list 
Carter defended the deletions, saying the 
projects would be reviewed again before a 
final decision and that cutting projects was 
needed to keep his promise to balance the 
budget by 1981 Carter economists estimate 
the budget deficit next year will be some 
855 2 billion 
Within three weeks, the Senate amended 
a 84 billion public works bill to restore the 
projects The Senate Budget Committee 
agreed to put money for the projects back 
into the budget And by the end of March, 
five House committees, 
including the 
budget committee, recommended restoring 
money for these projects or providing ad­ 
ditional money for other projects All these 
moves are awaiting final action 
Cart«* added to his “hit list” on March 23 
He upped the number of endangered 
projects to 30, saying he would subject all to 
the final review he promised for the first 19 
The additions included the huge Tennessee 
Tom big bee Waterway, touted as a benefit to 


some 26 states 
On April 1, budget director Bert Lance, 
said some of the projects obviously would 
survive the review. “And as each one does, ” 
Lance said, "that breaks up the (pro-dam) 
coalition to some extent " But Carter said a 
few days later.

ALARM OVER 
TAX BREAKS 
The exemption of a wide range of properties from real 
estate taxes is an old, established American tradition 
that has withstood numerous court challenges. 
The question today is whether it can withstand a 
brewing taxpayer revolt. 
Most people recognize that tax-exempt real estate 
(property held by churches, schools, charities, hospitals 
and similar non-profit institutions, as well as by federal 
state and local governments) serves the general welfare. 
It is the growing ratio of this tax- exempt property to 
taxable property, combined with ever-higher property 
taxes for homeowners, that is giving more and more 
people cause for concern, writes I^eonard Sloan in a 
recent Parade magazine. 
In financially precarious New York City, for example, 
the percentage of tax-exempt property rose from 25 per 
cent in 1950 to almost 40 per cent in 1976. More than $25 
billion worth of property in that city is now free from real 
estate taxes. 
According to Democratic Rep. Edward I. Koch, the 
city of New York is subsidizing the federal government 
alone to the tune of $50 million a year in lost property tax 
revenues, and foreign governments by another $8 
million. He has proposed a bill that would allow cities to 
apply for government payments in lieu of real estate 
taxes on exempt federal and foreign-held property. 
In Ohio, 15 per cent of the real property in the state, 
valued at over $6 billion, is tax exempt — up $2.6 billion in 
the last 10 years. 
Nationwide, the International Association of Assessing 
Officers believes that about one-third of all potentially 
taxable real estate in the United States is exempt for one 
reason or another. With an aggregate value of some $300 
billion, the potential annual tax loss may exceed $10 
billion. 
Not only must the tax-paying public absorb that loas 
but it must provide community services to the exempt 
properties. 
Some experts assert that In the not-too-distant future, 
approximately half the property in American cities will 
be tax exempt. The percentage in Washington, D.C., has 
already reached 55 per cent. 
In an extreme example of taxpayer restiveness, more 
than 100 residents of the tiny Catskill mountain town of 
Hardenburgh, N.Y., last September had themselves 
ordained as ministers in the little-known Universal Life 
Church. Their acknowledged purpose was to avoid 
paying part of the taxes on their homes, in keeping with 
their status as “ordained clergy.” 
A court challenge to the Hardenburgh caper would 
seem to be certain. One can imagine the chaos if millions 
of property owners around the country suddenly got this 
kind of religion. 
In any event, demands for more study of, and possible 
changes in, the tax- exempt property situation are likely 
to become stronger and more strident in the years im­ 
mediately ahead, writes Sloane. 
One area where the tax exemption principle may have 
been stretched beyond reasonable limits concerns profit- 
making businesses run by some religious groups, such as 
publishing houses, life insurance companies, wineries 
and distilleries. 
While a massive rollback of tax exemptions appears 
politically and socially infeasible, a closer scrutiny of 
present and proposed tax-exempt projects might lead to 
a better balanced tax structure.
